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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Deelaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

it does not identify the citizenship of each inventor properly. The citizenship of 
each inventor in this application should be - Germany instead of " German " 
therein. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because lines, numbers, and letters are not 
uniformly thick and well defined in Figs. 1-7. In addition, solid black shading is not 
allowed in Figs. 2-3, and 5-7. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4-19, and 21-27 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because of improper multiple dependency of claims 4-19, and 21-27. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-19, and 21-27 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
forrri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in secfion 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious overMorrn (US Patent 
6,792,903). 

Morrn discloses a device for adjusting the valve lift of valves (3) of a combustion 
engine, the device comprising a lever (4) driven by a cam shaft (28), said lever having 
at least two arms, wherein at least one arm moves on a bearing (5), said lever is 
pushed against the cam shaft by a biasing means (14) and positioned by 
at least one positioning means (8) and cooperates with a valve engagement 
means (1) that cooperates with at least one valve (3) of the combustion engine, 



characterized in that the lever comprises at least one roller (30) which rolls over the 
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bearing, wherein tlie lever is moved by tine action of tlie cam shaft on the 
roller; wherein the lever is a rocker lever; the bearing is attached to or is a part of the 
engine. 

7. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by or, in 
ttie alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious overMorrn (US Patent 
6,792,903). 

Morrn discloses a method for adjusting the valve lift of valves (3) whereas for the 
adjustment of the valve lift, rocker levers (4a, 4b) are operated, which are positioned by 
positioning means (5, 8, 15, 16), and which are driven in a path (in 8; 15; 16) by a cam 
shaft (28), characterized in that the rocker lever rolls with a roller (30; 18) over the path 
and at the same time moves via a roller (7) pivoted at the lever, or instead of the roller, 
via a rigid contour of the lever around the contour of the positioning means.
